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DETAILED ACTION 
Preface 

Applicant's claims are drawn to "use" claims, which are non-statutory under 35 
USC 101 . For the purposes of expediting prosecution, the claims will be interpreted as 
methods for treating (i) non-cognitive neutofrhrnrtsyion, (ii) non-cognitive neuromuscular 
degeneration, (iii) motor-sensory neurodegeneration, or ((iv) receptor dysfunction or 
loss in the absence of cognitive, neural and neuromuscular impairment, in human and 
non-human animals suffering therefrom or susceptible thereto. 

Election/Restrictions 

This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic 
invention. These species are deemed to lack unity of invention because they are not so 
linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 

The species are as follows: 

• Compounds of formula I 

• Compounds of formula II 

• Compounds of formula III 

1 ) Applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a single species to which 
the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally held to be allowable. For 
example Applicant may choose to elect epi-sarsasapogenin. 
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2) Applicant is also required to elect a specific disease to be treated, e.g. 
Parkinson's disease. 

3) Applicant is also required to elect one or more additional active agent(s), e.g. 
as specific dopamine agonist such as L-dopa.

The species listed above do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, the species lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: the common 
technical feature, sapogenin compounds, are known in the prior art as evidenced by 
Gould et al., (US 2,632,008). (See col. 1, lines 1-6.) The reference teaches using the 
compounds as steroid hormones and other physiologically active substances. (Id.) 



Applicant is reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected 
invention, the inventorship must be amended in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .48(b) if one 
or more of the currently named inventors is no longer an inventor of at least one claim
